ALiFAIjFA  or  liUCERNE.  While  alfalfa  is  being  grown  very  extensively  in 
Michigan,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Kansas,  Colorado,  Oklahoma,  Nebraska,  and 
other  middle  western  states,  the  growing  of  this  excellent  crop  is  still 
in  its  infancy  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  As  a tame  hay  plant. 
Alfalfa  stands  supreme  in  longevity,  yields,  feeding  value,  soil-building 
and  economy,  and  in  adaptability  to  wide  variations  of  soil  and  climate. 
Alfalfa  not  only  produces  a hay  crop  and  from  3 to  10  tons  per  acre, 
a valuable  seed  crop,  but  at  the  same  time  enriches  the  soil  on  which 
it  is  growing.  Alfalfa  will  thrive  on  almost  every  kind  of  soil  except 
a wet  one.  It  is  essentially  a dry  land  plant  and  on  wet  soils  the  weeds 
will  get  ahead  of  it.  Alfalfa  is  sown  either  in  the  spring  or  the  fall  at 
the  rate  of  from  15  to  20  pounds  to  the  acre.  In  sowing  alfalfa  it  is  of 
greatest  importance  that  the  seed  bed  be  carefully  and  thoroughly  pre- 
pared. The  seed  bed  should  be  firm  and  moist  and  the  surface  should 
be  loose,  mellow,  and  very  finely  pulverized.  Per  lb.,  60c. 


ALSIKE  or  SWEDISH.  Alsike  Clover  Is  especially  valu- 
able for  growing  on  wet  or  swampy  land.  If  you  have 
a piece  of  land  that  is  too  damp  for  alfalfa  or  other 
clovers  or  grass,  sow  a mixture  of  about  four  pounds 
of  Alsike  Clover  and  ten  pounds  of  Red  Top  Grass 
Seed.

Barley 

Barley  ranks  fourth  in  the  list  of  Important  cereals 
in  the  United  States  and  has  proved  to  be  a much  more 
profitable  crop  throughout  the  Middle  West  than  lots  of 
Spring  Wheat.  The  yield  is  invariably  heavy  when  a 
good  quality  of  seed  is  sown. 

WISCONSIN  PEDIGREE.  This  has  been  the  champion 
for  some  years.  It  is  the  result  of  many  years  selec- 
tion and  breeding  and  the  quality  is  unequalled.  The 
long  large  heads  are  completely  filled  and  the  kernels 
are  uniform  in  size,  plumpness,  and  color. 

Soy  or  Soja  Beans 

Soja  Beans,  commonly  known  as  Soy  Beans,  are  not 
onlj'  of  great  feed  value  for  stock,  but  are  highly  bene- 
ficial to  the  soil.  The  best  time  for  harvesting  is  when 
the  leaves  begins  to  turn  yellow  as  the  straw  is  then  at 
the  best,  and  the  yield  of  seed  will  be  practically  as 
large  as  at  any  other  time.  Soy  Beans  are  generally 
sown  in  drills  8 to  10  inches  apart,  using  from  50  to 
7 5 lbs.  of  seed  per  acre.  The  use  of  Soja  or  Soy  Beans 
is  increasing  very  rapidly  everywhere.  They  are  proving 
to  be  a valuable  and  important  forage  crop. 

Buckwheat 

Should  be  sown  about  the  middle  of  June,  at  the 
rate  of  from  one-half  to  three-fourths  bushel  per  acre. 
You  will  avoid  the  danger  of  it  spoiling  by  threshing 
as  soon  as  dry. 

SB^LI^RHUEL,  {For  quality  of  flour  no  Buckwheat 
excels  the  Silverhull.  The  berry  is  not  quite  as  large 
as  the  Japanese,  is  a silver-gray  color,  shell  very  thin 
and  grain  heavy.  The  plant  remains  in  bloom  longer 
than  any  other  variety. 

Dwarf  Essex  Rape 

This  is  beyond  doubt  the  most  popular  and  profitable 
©f  all  forage  plants,  giving  satisfaction  everywhere. 
Rape  is  easily  grown  anywhere  and  is  unsurpassea  for 
pasturing  hogs,  cattle,  and  sheep.  They  always  thrive 
on  it,  and  prefer  it  above  all  other  pastures  during  the 
summer,  late  fall,  and  even  into  the  winter  in  some 
sections.  It  is  most  generally  sown  in  June,  July,  or 
August,  with  corn  or  can  be  sown  early  with  small  grain 
to  provide  pasture  after  the  grain  is  harvested. 

Spring  Vetch 

Sown  broadcast  at  rate  of  1 to  1%  bushels  to  the  acre 
like  wheat  or  barley  and  sometimes  mixed  with  oats 
for  soiling.  Valuable  for  orchard.  Used  in  France  and 
Canada  as  a substitute  for  peas.  Cultivate  same  as 

field  peas.

Winter  Vetch 

The  winter  cover  crop.  Also  called  Sand  or  Hairy 
Vetch.  Is  a hardy  legume  sown  in  the  Northern  States 
in  the  fall  months,  growing  well  that  season,  and  re- 
maining green  all  winter.  It  supplies  a place  in  the 
North  that  the  less  hardy  crimson  clover  does  in  the 
South.  As  a winter  cover  crop  it  prevents  washing  or 
leaching  of  soil  during  the  winter  and  at  the  same  time 
as  a nitrogen  gatherer  it  enriches  the  soil.  Vetch  also 
furnishes  a very  valuable  hay  or  pasture.  Drill  for 
cover  crop  10  to  20  pounds  per  acre. 

Canada  Field  Peas 

These  field  peas  are  entirely  different  from  the  Cow 
Pea,  requiring  to  be  sown  early  in  the  spring,  making 
their  crop  ready  for  cutting  in  May  or  June.  They  can 
be  sown  in  open  weather  during  December,  January, 
February  and  March,  and  make  large  yields  of  most 
nutritious  food,  which  can  be  used  either  green  or  cured 
for  hay.  The  crop  is  ready  for  cutting  in  May  or  June. 

Winter  Rye 

This  variety  has  been  bred  up  to  a high  state  of 
perfection  for  milling  purposes.  It  is  of  fine  quality  and 
a heavy  yielder  and  proves  to  be  an  important  crop.

Spring  Rye 

True  stock.  Spring  rye  makes  an  excellent  crop  where 
winter  grain  has  been  killed  out  or  for  sowing  where 
a fall  crop  has  not  been  planted.  If  desired  it  can  be 
turned  under  and  made  to  answer  a good  purpose  in 
adding  to  the  fertility  of  the  soil.  Sow  seed  same 
time  as  other  grain.  Does  not  grow  quite  so  large 
straw  as  Winter  Rye,  but  usually  yields  well  and  grain 
is  of  fine  quality. 

Cow  Peas 

Cow  Peas  furnish  a hay  crop  of  splendid  and  nutri- 
tious green  forage,  enriching  the  soil  even  after  the 
crop  is  cut  off,  and  for  silage  they  are  unexcelled.  Don’t 
plant  cow  peas  until  June  first  or  later.  They  do  better 
in  a hot  drj'^  season  than  in  a wet  one.  From  1 to  1% 
bushels  are  sown  to  the  acre. 

WmPPOORiWIEE  COW  PEAS  are  a general  favorite,  an 
early  bunch  growing  variety,  and  more  easily  gathered 
than  the  vine  growing  varieties. 

Speltz  or  Emmer 

Speltz  is  a grain  resembling  barley.  It  was  intro- 
duced into  this  country  from  Southern  Europe,  where  it 
has  been  used  in  place  of  wheat  for  flour,  also  as  a 
stock  feed  for  centuries.  It  appears  to  be  adapted  to 
all  kinds  of  soil  and  climate;  is  more  productive  than 
oat.s;  cut  at  the  right  time  makes  an  excellent  hay;  is 
resistant  to  cold  and  drought;  neither  rusts,  blights  nor 
lodges.  In  fact  is  a most  useful  and  profitable  crop  to 
grow.  The  grain  is  splendid  feed  for  hogs,  cattle,  horses, 
and  poultry. 

Spring  Wheat

Millet 

HUNG.VRIAN  (Panicum  Germanicum).  This  is  a species 
orf  annual  millet,  growing  less  rank  with  smaller 
stalks,  often  yielding  two  or  three  tons  of  hay  per 
acre.  It  is  unexcelled  as  a hay  producer;  all  cattle 
relish  it;  is  grown  in  enormous  quantities;  not  so 
coarse  as  that  of  most  other  varieties,  but  the  yield  is 
nevertheless  quite  large.
